T: Remedy has got ſuch a Repu- 
tation abroad, that 'tis no Won- 
_ der if (ome People have been 
and are ſtill very eager to diſco- 

ver it. So natural 1t 1s for Mankind to 
inquire into all Things; and ſuch 1s the 
Duty incumbent on rhoſe who take up- 
on them the Cure of Diſeaſes, as to omit 
nothing that may conduce to ſo great a 
Thing as Health is. But we have rea- 
ſon to wonder both at the Ignorance 
and Baſeneſs of thoſe Men, who, abuſing 
the Truſt we had repoſed in them for 
the: Sale of this Polychreſt, have coun- 
terfeited 1t, and do ſtill counterfeit it 
(as doth one Mr. Rouſſeau in Paris ) 
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with a Mixture of Sulphur and Saltpe- 
I ter burnt together. The Effe&ts of which 
3 . have been too fatal, and have ſufficiently 
taught us how dangerous it was to be | 
ſurpriſed by the Equivoque of a Name 
fgnifying fo contrary Things. - It was 
upon that ground that in the Year 1675 
we publiſhed a Treatiſe of all the Imita- 
tions of our Polychrei? that were then 
made, wherein we made it-appear how 
much they, differed from ours. Of which | 
Truth the Learned were ſo fully convin- 
ced, upon a ftrict Inquiry made in that 
JunEure of Time in the moſt famous 
Univerſities of France, and by the Ex- 
periments that were made of it 1n pri- 
vate, that I need not inlarge upon it. 

The only Deſign of theſe Papers is, to | 
ſhew how to uſe this Remedy more me- 
thodically and to more Advantage than 
has been done hitherto; and to declare 
withall, that we have took away the 
Selling of it from Mr. Argibaud, a French 
Apothecary living in S. Martins Lane, 
who was intruſted with the Sale thereof. 
For, having made an il] Uſe of the Truſt 
we | 
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we had put in him, and taking an Ad- 
vantage of our dwelling out of this King- 
dom, he has made bold to put off, un- 
der our Name ard Seal, a Powder of his 
own making. Which has proved ſo per- 
nicious, and has ſo far indangered the 
Lives of ſome Perſons of great Quality in 
this Kingdom, that the true Polychreſt 
was brought into Suſpicion. And 1n- 
deed it was natural enough for Perſons 
that could not, through ſuch a cunning 
Diſguiſe, and ſo deceitful an Outſide, 
diſcern the true Remedy from the Coun- 
terfeit, to exclaim againſt the true one, 
and charge it as a miſchievous Thing, 
though never ſo beneficial to Mankind. 

This very Thing was fit to be took 
notice of, the rather for that our Repu- 
tation and the Lives of fuch Perſons are 


at ſtake, and becauſe Mr. Argibaud (as 


we are informed) continues to fell his 


Polychreſt, contrary to a Promiſe he 
hath given us under his own hand, that 
he would not meddle with it any more. 
'Tis true he has dreſſed it up with new 
Covers, and that the Name and Town 

A Z print- 
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printed thereon' are ſufficient Marks to 
diſtinguiſh it from ours. But, if on the 
one {ide he has ſtripped 1t of its former 


borrowed Out-(ide, he. has inriched it . 


on the other with the Spoils of a ſmall 
Treatiſe publiſhed by us in French about 
fifteen Years ſince. Inſomuch that he 


gives his Polychreſt all the Virtues of | 


ours, though he knows well enough, 
and has been told of it ſufficiently, that 
there 1s a vaſt Ditfterence. * * 

This ſecond Shift is no leſs captious 
and cunning than the firſt, For he fore- 
ſaw very well, that few Perſons would 
give themſelves the trouble of compa- 
ring the Copy with the Original. And, 
if any were ſo far curious, he knew they 
could but commend him for his faithful 
Tranſlation, for having followed his 
Text cloſe, without adding or diminiſh- 


ing, without changing the Words or the 


Senſe, but rendering the Whole, word 


for word, out- of French into Engliſh. - 


The Gentleman was ſenſible, that 1n 
ſuch a Caſe as this, if any, he mult be 
{tri& and conſcientious, and do nes 
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boni fide. The Truth is, we cannot but 
commend him for it, and return him 
Thanks forſooth for the Reſpe&t he 
ſhewed to our Treatiſe, fo far as to ima- 
gine it ſhould contain all the Virtues of 
his Powder, and that it was of it ſelf 
ſufficient to cry it up. One good Turn 
deſerves another 3 and *tis but fit we 
ſhould expreſs our Gratitude to him'by 
theſe two good Offices. 

In the firſt place, I ſhall make his 


Apology againſt thoſe that might find 


fault with him for having altered the 
Method of our Book which he was plea- 
ſed to tranſcribe. For, whereas we had 
ſpoke but towards the end of it of the 
Uſe which might be made of our Poly- 
chreſt with Mineral Waters, without 
opening at large the Advantages that 
might come by it, he began his Treatiſe 
by ſhewing how eaſily "bis Powder is 


'f_ diflolved 1n the ſaid Waters, and how 


it brings them out of the Body, ſome- 
times by Stools, and ſometimes by Urine. 
Now this Tranſpoſition is certainly very 
judicious, and nothing could be bettcr 
A 4. con-

contrived for-his purpoſe, being it con- 
tains all the Virtus one may moſt ratio- | 
nally attribute unto his Powder. Which, 
if capable of producing any good Effect, 
mult needs do it on this Occafion. Tis 
well known, that moſt of the Salts uſed 
in Phyſick, being ſuſpected in a ſmall 
quantity of Water, may be drunk with- 
out Fear, being well diffolved, and eſ- 
pecially in that vaſt Quantity of Water 
which ſome People uſe to drink up. 

In the next place we {hall do him the 
Kindneſs to ſhew. him a more ready, and 
perhaps a cheaper, Way than he has to 
make his Powder. Let him but take 
what Quantity he pleaſes of Salt of Tar- 
tar, or of any other Alkali, fixed and 
well-purified, and add to it a reaſonable 
quantity of acid Spirit, and he ſhall ſee 
preſently all his Salt purified and chry- 
ſtallized. If he queſtion this Experiment, 
- he may inquire about it of the Phyſict- 
ans, and other Virtuoſi, in whoſe Pre- 
| ſence I made it. They will aſſure him, 
that out of that Mixture of Acid and Al- 


 kalj, there comes a Salt of the ſame _— 
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and nature as his, that will ſtand any 
Proof. They will teſtify unto him, thay, 
after it 1s dryed up and pulverized, if it 
be thrown into cold Water, it 1s preſent- 
ly congealed, and turned into chryſtal- 
line lumps, inſtead of being diflolved 3 
that thoſe Chryſtals are long, ſharp- 


pointed, and eafily reduced ito Pow- +< 


der, their figure coming near thoſe of 
Saltpeterz that being pur upon glowing 
Coals, they melt away to Water, and 
that in the quenching of them they make 
them cake together by a kind of Vitri- 
fication. They will further rell him, 
that the ſame Chryſtals being expoſed to 
a moderate Heat, or to an Air ſomewhat 
dry, loſe prefemly their form, and are 
reduced into a Powder almoſt impalþa- 
ble. By thoſe Gentlemen he ſhall be in- 
formed, that our Salt 1s (much like 
Caſhoo) bitter-ſweet, that 1t eafily diſ- 
ſolves in the Water, that its Chryſtals are 
hard, compacted, and of the figure of 
Lozenges, that they never diflolve in the 
Air nor yet inthe Fire, that they net- 
ther quench burning Coals nor make 
them 
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them Cake 3 but on the contrary grow 
red-hot like Iron, and loſe only their 
Tranſparence, without recetving any 0- 
ther Alteration whatſoever. 

The averſion that People always had 
againſt Phyſical Remedy's, but chiefly 
againſt Purges, has given us occaſion to 
g0 about to correct the ſame, and to take 
off from them that unpleaſant Taſt and 
dreadful Colour which daunts the ſpirits 
of the ftouteſt Men, and often deprives 
them from the benefit which might be 
got by thoſe Remedy'ss To compals 
our Defign, that which ſeemed moſt 
proper- for it is the Matter of Salts ; 
which 1s not only of the greateſt Jati- 
tude, but withall includes in 1t ſelf all 
the Virtue inherent in the Mixts, and 
contains in a ſnont compaſs what is dif- 
fuſed in other Body's.s Therefore we 
made choice of three ſorts of Salt, the 
beſt known to us, to compoſe a Reme- 
dy of many Uſes in Phyſick, and ſuch 
F$ could be taken without any great 
caution. Which Remedy we named 
Polz- 
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Polychreſt, from a Greek Word that 
ſignify's a Thing of ſeveral Ules. 

And indeed- 1n the firſt place 1t pur- 
ges, without irritation and pain, the groſs 
Excrements and the moſt viſcous Hu- 
mours,. ſo that it may be ſafely admini- 
ſtred to the weakeſt Perſons, and to 
Women at any time of their Child- 
bearing , even when they have upon 
them thoſe griping Pains which are com- 
monly the fore-runners of a - Labour. 
And, as it is ſafe and proper to Women 
in that Condition before their Delt- 
verance, ſo it is in their After-pains 
whilſt they ly 1n Child-bed. 

Secondly, this Polychreſt 1s excellent 
to remove Obſtruftions 1n any part of 
the Body whatever, and likewiſe to 
corred the putrify'd Maſs of the Blood, 
and reſtore it to its natural ſtate. Which 
two Property's are of that great conſe- 
quence, that they ſhould make the Re- 
ceipt ſo much the more valuable ; but 
they are Things the leaſt known, and 
therefore the leaſt regarded. For many 
People are prepolletied, that a gs 
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don't work, and no Good 1s to be ex- 
pected from it, unleſs it works violently, 
and carry's off wthit a great deal of thick 
Matter 3 as if this were the only Way 
to eaſe Nature, and the Cure of all Di- 
ſeaſes ſhould depend upon thoſe Eva- 
cuations. 

Theſe Things being premiſed, our De- 
ſign 1s now to propoſe a ſhort and ea- 
fie Method, that may ſerve on the one 
ſide as a Guide and DireQion for the 
ſick, and a Ground-plot on the other 

fide for ſach as ſhall be appointed to ad- 

miniſter this phyſical Remedy. Inſo- 
much that it will be an eaſy matter for 
theſe, according to their Inſight and 

Experience in Phyſick, to ſtretch or va- 

Ty it, as Occaſion ſhall ſerve, having 
| ſtill aregard to thedifferency of Diſtem- 

pers, and the ſymptoms that may happen. 

i have forbore to deſcend to Particulars, 


_ and that for theſe three Reaſons. Firſt, 
becauſe they. may be eaſily diſcovered, 
Secondly, becauſe otherwiſe - they may 
be left to the care and fidelity of the 


Patients Phyſician. And thirdly, be- 
_ cauſe | 
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cauſe Myr. Arngibaud has ſaved us the 
trouble of 1t by publiſhing our fore-men- 
tioned Treatiſe, whichT ſuppoſe has been 
read by ſeveral. - 
Therefore it will be ſofficient to ob- 
ſerve three principal Ways, in the Uſe 
of our Polychreſt, according to the three 
Intentions one ought to have 1n the Cure 
of Diſeaſes. The firſt 1s in order to 
Purge the groſs Excrements, and all the 
filth that rcmains in the Ventricle. The 
ſecond 1s, to allay and diſſolve the Hu- 
mors that ly ſtagnant in the inward 
Parts, as the Liver, Spleen, Reins, 
Meſenterium, Pancreas, and the Womb. 
The third 1s, to make it circulate with 
the Blood, to corre& and purify it 
when putrid, to ſweeten it when it 
1s come to be too ſharp or acid, to 
make it fluid when too thick to dif- 
faſe 1t {elf through all the Parts of 
the Body, or when it 1s fo ative and 
violent . as to run without giving any 
nouriſhment to the Parts, which be- 
ing waſted of Spirits want ſtill to be 
recruited. Now theſe are the Ways 
called

called by the Phyſicians, Prizza, Se- 
cunda, & Tertia Via, this laſt being 
the remoteſ(t of all. 

The common Doſe of this Remedy 
to Purge the firſt Way 1s fix Drams, 
to be put in a Quart or three parts of a 
Quart of Water, or of any other Li- 
quour. But one may take a lefſer quan- 
tity both of the Powder and- Liquour, 
according to the Age and Strength -of 
the Patient. As for a Child one or two 
years of age, the fourth part of the Doze 
will be enough, being taken 1n four or 
five ounces of blood-warm Milk, and 
that in the ſpace of five or {1x hours, one 


hour before and after it has ſucked. Half 


the Doze in a Pint of Water will be ſuft- 
ficient for a Child five or ſix years old ; 
which he may take at any time of the 
Day, provided it be ſome time before he 
eats, or after he has eaten. The two 
thirds of the Doze in three parts of a 
Quart of Water 1s proper for a Child 
ten or eleven years old. And laſtly, the 
whole Doze in a Quart or three parts 
of a Quart of Water, for any Perſon 
fifteen 
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fifteen years of Age, and all above that 
Age. As for ſuch Perſons who, by rea- 
ſon of the weakneſs of their Stomach, 
cannot bear with ſuch a quantity of Wa- 
ter, they may frecly reduce it to a Pint, 
ſteeping ſome Licorilh therein, to take 
off a bitteriſh kind of Taſte which ſome 
Perſons might be diſguſted at. 

The moſt proper Time to purge with 
this Remedy 1s in the Morning, faſting. 
But, in caſe of Neceſlity, 1t may be ta- 
ken at any time of the Day, except im- 
mediately after Meals. Two or three 
Hours after one has drunk the laſt Glaſs 
of the Doze, he may take ſome Veal or 
Mutton-broth. | 

In general 'tis to be obſerved, that in 
all Diſcaſes contracted by an abundance 
of Humours, but eſpecially by viſcous 
and melancholy Humpours, ſuch as hinder 
the Digeſtion and interrupt the courſe 
of the animal Spirits (which is obſervable 
in a ſick Body, by a low intermittent 
Pulſe) the whole Doze muſt be put in- 
to three parts of a Quart at the moſt, or 
a Pint of Spring-water warmed, or elſe 
inſtead 
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inſtead of common Water, in ſome De- 
cotions of Roots, Barks, and Aromatical 
Herbs, the better to extenuate and di- 
vide thit groſs and viſcous Humour. And 
becauſe it ſometimes falls ont in ſuch 
Diſeaſes, that the Patient brings up all 


the Doze, or ſome part of it, the Way - 


to remedy that 1s to take again as much 
of the Doſe as is come up, thereby to 
open the Paſlage to. and precipitate the 
Humours. But, if the Patient continue 
to vomit (which happens but too often) 
then we make uſe of a purging Salt; and 
this we give either alone, or with the 
fourth part of the Doze of Polychreſt, in 
two Glaſſes of warm Water, . or elſe in 
ſome cooling Broth. Which Salt do's 
evacuate much more than the Polychrelſt, 
and 1s moſt proper in this Exigence. 

' But in ſach Diſeaſes as proceed from 
the overflowing of the Choler, which 
rarifying or mingling it ſelf with the 
other Humours, cauſes Fermentations 1n 
the Blood, and provokes Keckings and 
Vomitings, it is more proper to put the 
Doze of Polychreſt into a Quart or three 
pints
